THE PASTORAL TAXI COMPANY 

You may think I am writing about a new department 

in the Church of God, but actually it is not, for this thing 
of the pastoral taxi business has been going on from the 
buggy days. Most of the drivers, from the day of the old 
rey mare and buggy to this day of the most modern of 

treamlined automobiles—the airplane is not being used 

just now—have been largely the pastors or some member of 
their families using their car. In many instances this kind 
of holy service rendered by the pastors to members and 
nonmembers has been greatly appreciated, while on the 
other hand, there were some who took it for granted that it 
was the pastor’s duty to take them to and from the church, 
to the hospital, to grandpa’s and grandma’s, at any time 
they called, night or day, without money and without price, 
and that even when some of them actually had more money 
than the pastor did. Not only that, but if something hap- 
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pened to sour them against the pastor, they talked louder 
than any other about him—“riding in a nice car while they 
walked”—especially if he stopped hauling them about. All, 
however, have not been like this, for some have proved their 
gratitude by dropping dollars in the chauffeur’s hand, fill- 
ing his car tank with gas, buying a tag for his car, or actual- 
ly getting around among the friends and neighbors and 
raising a payment on the pastor’s car—taxi. But regardless 
of what the attitude is, good, faithful pastors go about this 
service, generally, with a smile, serving those who are un- 
appreciative as well as those who are grateful. After all you 
know, there are a few members as well as nonmembers here 
and there who doubtlessly take the attitude toward the 
pastoral taxi companies that the oil in the pastors’ cars, 
like the widow’s oil, keeps increasing; the gas is like the 
everlasting water; and the tires like the shoes on the feet 
of the Israelites that lasted forty years. All of this would be 
wonderful, but these pastor-chauffeurs have not discovered 
these things to be factual, yet. 

P. S. Now those who would help keep the pastoral taxi 
going if they could, but are in such conditions that they 
cannot, will receive this in the right spirit with the full 
knowledge that their pastors are delighted to serve them, 
while those who are sponging, free riding, and unnecessar- 
ily using the pastor’s time and car won’t like this a little 
bit. But, after all, I hope they will think over it. 





THAT THEY MAY BE ONE 


This was one of the most important points of Christ’s 
prayer in the 17th chapter of St. John. It is one of the great- 
est effects of sanctification, as well as an indisputable proof 
of a person’s being definitely consecrated to God and His 
will. This takes from the Christian’s mind the spirit and dis- 
position to bracket the church membership and ministry 
into groups of big I’s and little you’s, the elite and the com- 
mon, the poor and the rich, the learned and the illiterate. 
So far as officers in the church, we may find ourselves serv- 
ing in different capacities, but no matter what we may be, 
from the General Overseer down to the most common min- 
ister in the Church, it is plainly set forth that God does not 
intend that anyone hold a high-hatted, touch-me-not, bet- 
ter-than-thou attitude. In fact, those who hold the more 
important positions in the Church, who are really capable 
from the standpoint of spiritual humility to fill those places, 
are far more affected by a sense of responsibility to God and 
man than by a sense of egoism and self-importance. On the 
other hand, those who happen to be in the ordinary mem- 
bership or ministerial brackets of the Church, who are 
sanctified and definitely consecrated to God’s will, are 
never guilty of demonstrating a scornful, disrespectful 
attitude toward their superiors; but to the contrary: they 
hold them in high esteem for their work’s sake and support 
them with their prayers, fully aware of the fact that they 
are those who watch, with love, after their souls as those 
who must give an account unto God. We must keep in mind, 
therefore, that all true Christians are of the same glorious 
body, Jesus Christ, and that in God’s sight we are all His 
children, and He loves every one of us with an everlasting, 
impartial love. This is the attitude that Christ Jesus would 
have all of His disciples manifest, for did He not say, “In 
this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, in that 
ye have love one for another”? Simon Peter’s ministry never 
would have been as broad and effective had he not been 
thoroughly convinced of the divine truth that “God is no

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Leaving Cleveland, Tenn., I drove 
to New Orleans, La. On Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 21, I arrived about 2 p. m. There 
I found thousands of people gathered 
for the Mardi Gras, or carnival for 
Catholics. Many drunk people were on 
the streets, and the traffic made it 
impossible to park anywhere for even 
a few minutes. All filling stations 
were closed, and I was compelled to 
drive to the suburbs to contact the 
local pastor, Brother O. L. McManus, 
by telephone, to ask if I could leave 
my car with him while I made the 
trip to Central America. He assured 
me it would be all right, and upon 
arriving at the parsonage, I received 
a warm welcome from the family. 
Sister McManus prepared a lovely 
supper, and her southern hospitality 
was thoroughly appreciated. After a 
night’s rest and a fine break- 
fast, I was ready to leave the good 
old U.S.A. for the long-looked-for-trip 
to Guatemala to visit the mission 
field, my son, and the annual con- 
ference where I was to be one of the 
speakers. 

Brother McManus took me to the 
International Airport, where I made 
all necessary arrangements to board 
the big D.C.-4 Pan American for a 
nonstop flight to Guatemala City, 
Guatemala. We started out the big 
runway at 8:10 a. m. Needless to say, 
I was praying that the blood of Jesus 
would cover the big plane and all on 
board. We took off so easily. Soon we 
were soaring above the clouds, but 
occasionally I could see between them 
and knew that we were flying over 
the Gulf of Mexico. It wasn’t long 
until our stewardess served orange 
juice and cookies, then a nice lunch 
at the noon hour. By this time I was 
thinking it wouldn’t be long until I 
would behold the face of my eldest 
son, Wayne, who is serving as one of 
our appointed missionaries. At 2 
o’clock I heard the steward say, “We 
are now flying over Guatemalan ter- 
ritory.” By then I could tell it was 
very mountainous, and flying was 
rough until we landed. 

It seemed to me we just dropped out 
of the sky, and there in the distance 
was Guatemala City surrounded by

large mountains. Soon we were com- 
ing in for a safe landing. As we left 
the plane, I was handed a paper of 
instructions, and suddenly it dawned 
upon me, and I fully realized, I was 
a foreigner in a strange land. Since I 
do not know Spanish, naturally I was 
anxious to get to my son who was to 
be my interpreter. As I entered the 
airport to get my O. K. from the im- 
migration authorities, I looked 
through a glass enclosure and saw 
my precious son and Brother Turner, 
a Baptist missionary, waving at me, 
and I did not try to keep back the 
tears. Soon I was embracing Wayne 
for the first time in two years. 

We placed my luggage in “Old 
Dixie,” the jeep station wagon, and 
started into the city. I began to be- 
hold strange sights—oxcarts, men 
carrying heavy loads on their heads 
and babies on their backs. We ar- 
rived at the home where Brother and 
Sister Thomas Pullin and Wayne live. 
Driving up to the gate, Wayne gave 
his code knock for the caretaker and 
an Indian lady dressed in her native 
costume came and opened the gate 
for us. She is the wife of the Indian 
believer who guards the home from 
burglars during the absence of the 
missionaries. The two dogs, belonging 
to Brother Luther Carroll and Broth- 
er Pullin, were on hand to greet us. 

Wayne had a well-outlined sched- 
ule for me while I was in the city. 
We have two Churches of God in 
Guatemala City. I had two services 
in each church. We saw many saved 
and backsliders reconciled. Many 
were healed of different kinds of sick- 
nesses‘and diseases. Blinded eyes were 
opened, deaf ears unstopped, and the 
crippled made to walk. 

After six days in Guatemala, the 
natives began to arrive en route to the 
annual Chiucaca Conference. They 
had a special service at one of the 
churches before leaving for the con- 
ference. The meeting began at 7 
o’clock. My son was the first speaker, 
and I thought he would be the only 
one, but I soon found out that it was 
their custom for every preacher 
present to preach a sermon. So one 
by one each native preacher read his 
text and preached just as long as the 
Spirit led. I listened to at least six 
sermons, all in Spanish, and the only 
two words I could understand were 
“Amen” and “Hallelujah.” The mo- 
notony of it all drove me outside and 
I took refuge in the jeep station 
wagon, where I could “think” in my 
own language for a while. Around 
11:30 Wayne came out and said, 
“Daddy, many have come to be prayed 


for, for the healing of their bodie 
and you must come back and have 
your part of the service.” I said, “No, 
it’s too late,” but he prevailed and I 
remember telling him I thought I 
would go in and preach for an hour 
and a half! I did preach and pray for 
the sick until after 1 o’clock in the 
morning. God’s presence was might- 
ily felt, and besides the wonderful 
healings a number were saved and 
other backsliders were “reconciled,” 
as they term it. 

Early the next morning we received 
a telegram from Brother Vessie Har- 
grave saying he would arrive by Pan 
American at 12:30. Wayne and I met 
the plane, and to our surprise Brother 
and Sister O’Neil McCullough, mis- 
sionaries to Honduras, were with 
Brother Hargrave. So we all went 
home and had Sister McCullough pre- 
pare a nice meal to relieve Wayne, 
who had been doing the cooking while 
Brother and Sister Pullin were over at 
Quichi making preparations for the 
conference. 

After the meal, it was time to sta 
on the 140-mile journey to Quichi. 
was driving the jeep station wagon. 
This part of the country is very 
mountainous: we had possibly 
twenty-five miles of hard-surfaced 
road—the rest was unimproved, the 
dust being about four inches deep. 

After we had traveled about half 
the distance to Quichi, Brother Har- 
grave and Wayne suggested that we 
stop at a certain place for a fine 
meal. From the impression they gave 
us, one would think one would soon 
be entering Brittling Cafeteria! Soon 
we reached the Indian village where 
we were to eat. When we stopped, 
Indians came crowding around the 
station wagon until we could hardly 
get out. I stepped out first and those 
little short Indians looked my six feet 
four inches over and began to laugh, 
as if to say, “I never saw anything like 
that before!” Then came Wayne and 
Brother Hargrave into full view, being 
equally spectacular, then the McCul- 


us as we proceeded to follow Way 
to the building where we were to 
eat. Down a stairway we went into a 
dimly lighted room, where I sat down 
to my first family style Indian meal. 
Out came the black beans and tortil- 
las, along with other foods for which 
I didn’t have a name. I’m afraid I 
didn’t eat as heartily as did the other 
missionaries! 

Then we hastened to continue our 
journey, arriving in Quichi around 
11:30 at night. We were greeted by 
Brother and Sister Thomas Pullin, 


loughs. All eyes were on the five a 
n 
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who have labored among these In- 
dians a greater part of their lives. A 
great number of Indians had stopped 
en route to the conference. We drove 
as far as we could go in the station 
wagon, which was to Patzite. Here we 
left “Dixie” (station wagon) for the 
“mule train.” They brought me a 
little brown mule to ride. I looked at 
him wondering if I should carry the 
mule or let the mule carry me. Broth- 
er Hargrave’s mule was very wild, but 
that didn’t bluff a Texan, and after a 
terrible struggle he was mounted. 

Some in the party rode, some walked. 
Qanone the latter was Brother McCul- 

lough who led the mule while his wife 
rode all the way. We journeyed up, up 
until we reached an elevation of 8,000 
feet. From this point we could see the 
buildings away in the distance. There 
the people greeted us es the mule 
train began to arrive. I could hear 
“Amen’s” and “Hallelujah’s” (the only 
two words I could understand). We 
were shown our quarters, and I know 
my expression was a puzzled one when 
I viewed my five-foot bed—but wasn’t 
that better than sleeping on the floor 
like the natives did? 


Two or three thousand people gath- 
er annually for this “Pentecostal 
feast.” The first service began at 7 p. 
m. when the Chuicaca conference was 
officially opened by their most capable 
superintendent, Brother Thomas 
Pullin. The presence of the Lord was 
felt in a great way from that moment 
on. Services closed reasonably early 
the first night, as all were tired, some 
having walked as far as seventy-five 

iles to attend this conference. 


The weather was somewhat cool on 
the mountain. We didn’t keep too 
warm at night. Often we wondered 
how the Indians kept warm sleeping 
on the ground, as many of them did 
not have sufficient clothes to wear 
and many had no shoes. Often a long 
time before daylight we could hear 
them walking around, perhaps to 
keep warm, while others were pray- 
ing; yet I never heard one complaint 
from a single native. 


Some nights the power of God 
would fall and there would be no 
preaching. I remember one night the 
power fell and the people started 
shouting around 6 o’clock in the eve- 
ning. en we arrived at seven, they 
were still shouting. Unlike our nice 
hardwood floors, they have “adobe” 
ones. The dust was terrific, but they 
didn’t mind that. I must tell of their 
peculiar way of “shouting.” I saw as 
many as six men embracing each 
other, and for hours stand and jump 
up and down. Every time they hit the 
floor, they would say, “Chee, chee, 
chee.” We stayed inside just as long 
as we could breathe the dust. Around 
ten I left them still shouting. An hour 
later Brother Hargrave came in and 
said, “Brother McAfee, you should go 
over and see Wayne; he. has joined 
them in shouting.” God bless their 
precious hearts. 

We prayed for hundreds and hun- 
dred of people for various kinds of 
sicknesses and diseases. Many were 
healed of deafness, blindness, and of 
just about everything one could men-

tion. They are a very humble people; 
consequently, healing for them comes 
easily. 

I have never met friendlier people. 
They shake your hand when they 
meet you, and maybe several times 
during the conversation, and always 
when leaving. So the missionaries are 
faithful to shake the hundreds of 
hands, morning, noon, and night. 

This wonderful, never-to-be- 
forgotten conference came to a close 
Sunday noon. As my son, Brother and 
Sister McCullough. Brother Hargrave, 
and I started back down the mountain 
by mule train, the natives formed a 
line down the road to shake our hands 
as we rode away. When we had gone 
a half mile, we could still see them 
waving good-bye. After an hour and 
a half we arrived at Patzite, where we 
transferred from our mules to “Old 
Dixie.” 

Upon arrving back in the capital, 
we Copan to make immediate prepa- 


rations to return to the States. The 
next morning I was accompanied 
to the airport by Brother Hargrave, 
the McCulloughs, and Wayne. My 
heart was full of gratitude to God 
for permitting me to thus visit my 
dear son and his precious native 
friends, and to feél I had a little part 
in bringing again to lost and suffering 
humanity the sweet message of Bible 
deliverance. 

Before entering the plane, I turned 
to my son and said, “Wayne, don’t 
you wish you could go back with 
me?” His reply was, “No, Dad, I want 
to stay until my term is out, then Fl 
come home.” 

Back home Wayne’s mother asked 
me if Wayne cried when I left him. 
I said, “No, he didn’t, but I did.” May 
God continue to bless the faithful ef- 
forts of not only our son, but all 
the dear missionaries who are giving 
their very lives for the cause of Christ 
in Guatemala.

CHURCH OF GOD IN VIRGINIA 
IS GROWING 

March, 1949, our state report to 
Headquarters gave Virginia’s mem- 
bership 3,167; March of this year our 
membership was 3,794, a net gain of 
627, which was almost a 20 per cent 
gain. Over a period of last six years, 
the membership of all the State 
increased about 10 per cent each 
year. Some years did a little better. 
Comparing the work in Virginia with 
the general work, we Virginians 
rank well with: our brothers and sis- 
ters in other states. 

During these two Assembly years, 
our property report should give the 
State about $100,000 gain in property 
value. 

We lack only 206 members going 
into the “A” Group of states.

PRESBYTERIAN BODY EYES 
BROADER DIVORCE SANCTION 


RICHMOND, Va.—Broadening of the grounds 
on which the Southern Presbyterian Church 
sanctions divorce was suggested Saturday by 
its Council on Christian Relations. No specific 
changes were recommended. 

The Southern Church now holds that di- 
vorce may be granted only for adultery or 
desertion. 

Serious questions have been raised about the 
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validity of the church’s own “valid grounds” 
for divorce, the Council said, because “of 
what spiritual infidelity can do to marriage, 
and in view of what it actually inflicts upon 
men and women today. 

“The facts unmistakably suggested at least 
that in limiting our so-called ‘sufficient 
causes’ to two—adultery and desertion—and 
thereby branding every other cause as insuf- 
ficient, our church in effect may be doing 
grave injustice to a multitude of injured peo- 
ple who are victims of forces they could not 
control.” 

The report, prepared by Dr. John H. Marion, 
Jr., of Richmond, Director of the Committee 
on Public Relations, while making no recom- 
mendations, called for a strengthening of 
marriage through practical preparation of men 
and women for Christian marriage. 

“After all is said and done by way of de- 
ploring .divorce and trying to stop it,” the re- 
port said, “the fact remains that divorce it- 
self is not. the basic evil. 

“Divorce in realit¥ is but a symptom: an out- 
ward and visible sign of the inward wreckage 
of a marriage; so that if any real and lasting 
cute is to be applied, the shurch must take 
care, while doing all it can to treat the symp- 
toms, to center its main attack upon the un- 
derlying factors that really cause the disease.”

ARMY CHAPLAINS REPORT 
INCREASED ATTENDANCE AT 
RELIGIOUS SERVICES 


A continuing increase in attendance at 
religious services conducted at Army chapels 
during the last four months of 1949 is in 
dicated in figures compiled by the Office of 
the Chief of Army Chaplains. 

Total atten“ance at services conducted by 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish chaplains 
in the Army rose from 455,388 in September 
to a peak of 617,302 in December, 1949. The 
monthl attendance figures are as follows: 
September, 455, October, 592,074; Novem- 
ber, 564,673 and December, 617,302. 

Preliminary reports for the first two months 
of 1950 show attendance well above the 
500,000 mark. More than 560,000 were present 
at services in January, and during February, 
which had four Sundays, 543,576 attended 


chape. 

The. figures reported do not deflect at- 
tendance by military personnel at services 
in civilian churches during the period covered. 


ONE MELON SEED 


As I was eating a piece of watermelon one 
day, I was struck with its beauty. I took 
some of the seeds and dried them. Upon 
weighing one I found it would take five thou- 
sand of them to weigh a pound. Applying 
mathematics to the forty-pound melon, I 
found one of these seeds if put into the 
ground takes off its coat, goes to work, and 
gathers from somewhere two hundred thou- 
sand times its own weight. Then, forcing 
this raw material throush a tiny stem, it 
constructs a watermelon. It ornaments the 
outside with a coat of green, it then puts 
a layer of white next, then a core of red, then 
it scatters seed; each one oapelte of con- 
tinuing the work of reproduction. The ques- 
tions are, who drew the plan by “which that 
little seed works? where does it get t its great 
strength? where does it find its coloring 


matter? how does it collect its flavoring 
extracts? how does it develop a watermelon? 
Until we can explain a watermelon, we need 
not be too sure that we can set limits as 
to what God Almighty can or cannot do, or as 
to how He would do it. Only if God’s people 
were as willing to follow God's fi and 
lend their energy and talent to be used God's 
way, there would be no limit to what might 
be accomplished in the reconstruction of the 
souls of men for God and His Church. The 
three formations from the work of the seed 
is only what we might produce in people 
through sowing and cutivatin ng His Word in 
their hearts by love and kindly efforts. May 
we learn a lesson of utter trust and depend- 
ence on Him as did the melon seed, and be 
able to bring forth PS — to perfection for 
the Master’s use.—J. J. York.

THURMOND ADDRESSES 2,500 
AT OPENING OF EVANGELISM 
SERIES 
“No city of state can progress faster 
than the spiritual life of its people,” 
said Governor J. Strom Thurmond, 
at the opening of the three-week 
series of evangelistic meetings at City 

Auditorium. 

The governor cited the great strides 
Charleston is making from a commer- 
cial standpoint and declared: “We 
want our people to develop spiritually 
and morally; the material in itself is 
not sufficient.” 

Governor Thurmond was iniro- 
duced by Mayor William McG. Morri- 
son. Representative Nathaniel W. 
Cabell presented Mayor Morrison. Mr. 
Cabell appeared as the representative 
of the Charleston county delegation. 

» Services were conducted daily at 
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7:30 p.m., by the Rev. Thea F. Jones, 
of Cleveland, Tenn., and the Church 
of God, King and Sumpter Streets; the 
Church of God, Rugheimer Avenue, 
north area; the Pentecostal Holiness 
Church, Rivers Avenue, north area; 
the Pentecostal Holiness Church, 
Mount Pleasant; the Assembly of God, 
Orange Avenue, north area; and the 
Assembly of God, Spring Street. 

Governor Thurmond outlined eight 
points which he said were essential 
for the correct functioning of a 
church. 

He listed (a) church-going people;

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The Need of the Church

LESSON: LUKE 1:73-75 

People who study the New Testa- 
ment will learn that the Church is 
God’s one great concern. Yet, there is 
great danger of losing sight of the 
Church in the endeavor to emphasize 
the idea of the kingdom of heaven, 
or the idea of Christendom. We seem 
to think it is a small thing to speak 
of the Church, as the king- 
dom and Christendom are so 
much larger in comparison. Those 
who make a close observation will 
notice the difference in the “church- 
es” of 1950 and the “Church” de- 
scribed by the apostle Paul in his 
epistles. In order for a church to save 
the world, it needs to be separated 
from the world. The average church 
is powerless and anemic, and is the 
victim of spiritual lethargy. 

It is well to remember that Jesus 
Christ identifies Himself with the 
Church. He gave His life that He 
might purchase the Church. The early 
Christians sacrificed to build up the 
Church. God is interested in a gen- 
uine church. One day His Church will 
be complete. Then this age will have 
served its purpose. Oh, I know some 
are urging the uniting of all churches 
and denominations, promising it will 
give strength to our lines of defense; 
but that is not the need of the 
Church. That would only create and 
build up a powerful political ecclesi- 
asticism, and would rob the Church 
of spiritual character. 

The Bible Church insists on the in- 
fallibility of the Scriptures, the virgin 
birth of Jesus Christ, His atoning 
death, His resurrection, His ascension, 
and His coming again for His own. 
But the leaders of “church unifica- 
tion” will not accept all of these es- 
sentials. Then there are those who 
suggest that what the Church needs 
is greater preachers, more gifted 
speakers, etc., and unless you are a 
“good mixer” with the multitudes your 
ability as a minister isn’t very much. 
But the Church’s need is not greater 
preachers, or gifted speakers. We have 
some of the best. Where could you 
find any better than we have in the 
Church of God? What school turns 
out better preaching material than 
our own Lee College? No, we have 
those things, and since we have them, 
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that is not what we need. We have 
enough pulpit orators. 

I'll tell you in all sincerity, THE 
GREATEST NEED OF THE CHURCH 
IS HOLINESS. We have just about 
adulterated HOLINESS, failed to 
preach its essentiality, and lived so 
loose, that those who might be watch- 
ing are waiting to see if it is what we 
say it is. After all, it is hard to tell 
some of us from formal church mem- 
bers. So let me repeat, the greatest 
need of the Church is HOLINESS. It 
looks as if some are more afraid of 
getting HOLY than they are of getting 
sinful. It looks as if we are afraid we 
will offend the devil, but we don’t 
mind grieving the Holy Ghost. The 
Christian has a HOLY calling, 2 Tim- 
othy 1:9a, “Who hath saved us, and 
called us with an HOLY calling! Some 
may say, “The Holy calling refers to 
the ministry or some other religious 
work”; but I want you to realize that 
every Christian vocation is HOLY. 
Jesus Himself was a carpenter by 
trade. The disciples were fishermen, 
tentmakers, etc. If your life is a God- 
planned life, the type of work you are 
engaged in is just as sacred as preach- 
ing. God may call a man to be a 
farmer, miner, teacher, etc.; everyone 
cannot be the same, but all can abide 
in their callings. 

The Church needs men who will 
consider their lives as a “holy calling.” 
If we discard HOLINESS, no other 
doctrine is of any value. As one man 
said, “You might as well tear out the 
heart and attempt to give value to the 
veins, arteries, and blood, as to re- 
ject HOLINESS and expect to save 
the gospel scheme.” If whatever work 
a man (or woman) is called to do, 
he would do it as unto the Lord, his 
work would not become a burden, his 
life would then become more light 
to others, who are groping in despair. 

One of the main factors that won 
me from a formal church to HOLI- 
NESS was the life of a man working 
in a cotton mill. Everything to him 
was sacred, it seemed. He breathed a 
sacred atmosphere; his life was a 
HOLY life. I watched that life. It 
made me hungry, I am one of them 
to-day. 

Many are professing HOLY lives and 
living in open rebellion to the will of 


God, and the world in general is 
watching their lives, instead of those 
who are displaying perfect HOLY 
lives. No wonder we have so many 
groups who claim to be “The Church.” @ 
We might as well face the facts: un- 
less our lives come to the Bible stand- 
ard, we are not a part of the Bible 
Church. The Bible is a HOLY book, 
written by HOLY men, as they were 
unctionized by the Holy Ghost, and 
when people read its contents and 
do not allow it to produce a HOLY 
effect in their lives, they prevent it 
from speaking. Yes, the NEED of the 
Church is HOLINESS; I mean BIBLE 
HOLINESS. 

I’ve heard people ask God to give 
them the Holy Ghost when I knew 
they were not giving God His part 
of their wages, and were robbing 
Him of their time. They would come 
to church once in a while, if it was 
convenient, and yet have the nerve 
to ask God for a blessing. 

We might as well come clean, and 
realize the difference. If it is righ 
to go to church, it is wrong to stay 
away from church. If it is right to 
give God His part of our time and 
money, it is wrong not to. If everyone 
would face the issue with an honest 
heart, with a determination to do 
something about it, we could turn 
the world upside down, as it were, for 
the Lord. We need to let the Holy 
Ghost manifest Himself more in our 
services and in our lives. We talk 
about the days of yesteryear. Those 
old saints might have had to drive a 
horse or Model “T” Ford, but they 
were not afraid to tell the devil to 
his face that it was HOLINESS or hell. 
Some may say, “Oh, I know they acted 
that way back then, but we are living 
in a different day.” I agree, we are 
living in a different day, but we are 
using the same old BIBLE THEY HA 
then. The trouble with some of us; 
we have adulterated it and cut corn- 
ers till we have lost “footing,” stepped 
out of the “old paths,’ and locked 
arms with “modernism.” Church, wake 
up; God’s standard is still HOLINESS. 
“Without HOLINESS no one shall see 
the Lord,” Heb. 12:14b. Yes, THE 
NEED OF THE CHURCH IS JUST 
WHAT EVERYONE NEEDS: TO SEE 
GOD, HOLINESS!

“Be sober, be vigilant; because your 
adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour,” 1 Peter 5:8. Jesus told the 

isciples in the garden of Gethsemane, 

atch and pray, that ye enter not 
into temptation: the spirit indeed is 


willing, but the flesh is weak,” Matt.. 


26:41. At that time Jesus was speaking 
to His disciples, warning them of the 
temptation of evil powers, as He knew 
that was a dark hour, a trying time 
for them. So are we in a dark hour 
and need to listen to His warning. 
This warning is also good for sinners 
that they may become disciples. 

We know it is more pleasant to 
think, talk, and read about the Lord 
and His many good blessings than 
about the devil and his many deceitful 
tricks. But because of the spiritual 
condition of the world and _ the 
craftiness of Satan, I feel impressed 
to emphasize the necessity of watch- 
ing and praying, and to bring a 
thought to those who might be as I 
@: when I was unaware of the fact 

hat the devil was robbing me of 
health, joy, peace, happiness, and 
prosperity. If I had not accepted the 
Lord, the devil would soon have 
robbed me of life and soul. That is ex- 
actly what he is doing for thousands 
of people who are neglecting and re- 
fusing to take steps against the evil 
power of sin in behalf of their never- 
dying souls. 

Paul says, in 2 Cor. 11:14, “And no 
marvel; for Satan himself is trans- 
formed into an angel of light.” Read 
Matt. 24:5, 11, 24; John 5:43. In the 
Bible the devil is called “serpent” 
because of his subtlety; also he is 
spoken of as ‘Satan, Apollyon, Abad- 
don, Belial, Beelzebub, adversary,” and 
likened to a “dragon, wolf, lion, levi- 
athan, and frog.” In Matt. 4:3, he is 

lled “tempter”; John 8:44, a “mur- 

erer from the beginning, a liar and 
the father of it”; John 12:31, “the 
prince of this world”; Eph. 2:2, “the 
prince of the power of the air”; 2 Cor. 
4:3, 4, “the god of this world”; Rev. 
9:11, “the angel of the bottomless 
pit.” We notice in the fifth chapter 
of Mark where a man of an unclean 
spirit met Jesus, and Jesus cast out 
enough devils from that one man to 
cause about two thousand head of 
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hogs to go insane, so that when the 
devils entered into the swine they 
committed suicide in the water. No 
wonder the demons and devil- 
possessed spirits of this world are 
so stubborn and are conquered only 


' by the power of God. 


The first chapter of Job tells us how 
Satan tempted him by destroying his 
livestock, servants, and children, then 
afflicting his body with sore boils from 
foot to head; but he was defeated in 
carrying out his plans to overthrow 
Job. When advised by his wife to 
curse God and die, his answer was, 
“Thou speakest as one of the foolish 
women speaketh,” verse ten. The 
Bible says, “In all this did not Job 
sin with his lips.” We notice in the 
fourth chapter of Matthew how the 
devil tempted our Lord after Jesus 
had fasted forty days. No doubt, the 
devil thought that while Jesus was 
hungry and weak in body he would 
make a lucky dive. He first tempted 
him in the wilderness, then on a pin- 
nacle of the Temple, then up in an 
exceeding high mountain. The devil 
tried his crafty tricks, and he had 
nerve enough, seemingly, to think he 
could cause Jesus to doubt Himself as 
being Christ, the Son of God, and said, 
“If thou be the Son of God, cast 
thyself down,” Matt. 4:3-6. But, praise 
God, Jesus quoted the scripture to 
him three times, and the devil had 
to go. 

The devil is not in conflict with the 
world, for he is the god of this world. 
Neither is he in conflict with any 
organization that refuses to stand 
wholly against all sin, “having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof: from such turn away,” 2 Tim. 
3:5. “But if we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin,” 1 John 1:7. Then, if His 
blood cleanseth us from all sin, we 
should stand against and fight all 
sin. 

Paul said in 1 Cor. 6:9, 10, that 
drunkenness is one of the ten evils 
which will not inherit the kingdom 
of God. The Bible says, “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell, and all the 
nations that forget God,” Psalm 9:17. 
We also find in Prov. 13:15, “Good 









understanding giveth favour: but 
the way of transgressors is hard.” 
Then, too, many mothers’ and dads’ 
hearts are made sad for their un- 
fortunate sons and daughters who are 
casting themselves beneath the 
standard of moral living, influenced 
to fall into the snares of the devil. 
Yet in many cases, the parents are 
to blame. In fact, numbers of parents, 
and even grandparents, who should 
be examples, guides and protectors of 
the youth instead are unfaithful in 
breaking their marriage vows and 
casting their pitiful children upon 
charity. 

We are told that “when lust hath 
conceived, it bringeth forth sin: and 
sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death,” James 1:15. But the sinner 
can yet come to Christ for help before 
Satan destroys him, for Jesus said, 
“Wherefore I say unto you, All man- 
ner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven unto men,” Matt. 12:31. And 
again He said, “Come unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For my yoke 
is easy, and my burden is light,” Matt. 
11:28-30. “Come now, and let us 
reason together, saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool,” Isa. 1:18. Now to young con- 
verts and Christians, who seem to be 
in the valley or going through trials, 
let us watch and pray, fight sin and 
the devil, and win the victory.

EMOTIONS 
According to an Associated Press report, 
the trend toward those denominational 


sects which emphasize emotionalism in re- 
ligion was explained at a recent New Jersey 
Synod meeting of the Presbyterian Church by 
Thurlow Frazer who declared that the Ameri- 
can people “like their religion served hot.” 

He said, “One of the reasons why churches 
are dissolving congregations a little more 
than twice as fast as they are being organ- 
ized is our lack of passion in presenting the 
gospel. The American people are emotional. 
They like their idealism, their patriotism, 
and their religion served hot. A lot of us 
ministers have the emotion educated out of 
us. Somewhere in the long course of prepara- 
tion for the ministry our passion has grown 
cold. The people, unattracted by cool logic, 
turn from us to those who give them a 
warmer gospel, even if it be not so philoso- 
phically co-ordinated.’ 

That is a very descriptive utterance. Churc. 
Statistics indicate that the fastest-grow 
sects in this country are those which pla 
no rigid insulation around their emotions: 
These churches are multiplying, and their 
adherents are constantly winning large num- 
bers of converts. It is the best sport of the 
highbrow to decry this type of emotional 
Christianity, but we do not find that the 
highbrow is very successful in winning souls 
to Christ. If a wrong condition may be cured 
by its antidote, then the excessive emotional- 
ism on the part of some sects may yet serve 
to melt the icicles hanging from the chan- 
deliers in some of our “culture’’ churches.— 
Watchman-Examiner.

respecter of persons.” One of the most disappointing things 
I have ever had related to me was the attitude that a 
church supervisor, in years gone by, took toward one of his 
ministers, who, of necessity, had to don coveralls and work 
as a carpenter or painter on his church building project. 
His superintendent informed him that it would be all right 
for them to be seen conversing with each other about the 
church and at the home; but if they should meet in town 
or some other public place, the pastor was not to expect 
him to converse with him or to be seen with him, “For,” he 
stated, “to be seen with you in your work clothes would 
reflect on the dignity of my office.” You notice that I said 
that this attitude was held by a person in years gone by. 
One of the most beautiful features of Christ’s ministry 
was that He took the role of a servant while with His dis- 
ciples and taught them how to take the same attitude to- 
ward each other. I certainly do not feel that a pastor 
should go slouchy and unpresentable, but there are times 
when a pastor has to do common labor if his building proj- 


ects go over, and at such times he should be held in high 
esteem by everyone, including his superiors; and I am of 
the opinion that such an attitude is generally held today. 

It is easy for me to remember days when I donned cover- 
alls, as a pastor, and worked along with my members to 
put over our building projects, and then I also remember, 
as state overseer, times when I saw some of my most faith- 
ful, loyal, and progressive-minded pastors in overalls (and 
I was dressed like them a few times), doing the work of 
carpenters, plumbers, electricians, and even “rolling 
Georgia buggies,” loaded with brick or mortar, and they 
looked much better to me, under those circumstances, in 
coveralls, than some others have lookéd in their neatly 
creased hundred-dollar suits. So, thank God for ministers, 
regardless of the position they hold, who are willing to ad- 
just themselves to whatever working condition is necessary 
to deserve the compliment, “We are laborers together with 
God,” as we put His work over. After all, God looks at the 
heart instead of our outward appearances.
